The general appropriations bill and 
the special appropriations bill, gov- 
erning the expenditure of over $11,- 
000,000 during the years 1912-13, were 
signed last night by Governor Hoke 
Smith, though, in a statement, he de- 
clared that he was satisfied the entire 
appropriation would exceed the total 
revenue of the state by approximately 
$300,000 unless the revenues of Geor- 
Sia are increased next summer. 

Acoaording to the governor, the 
State will not pay any of the $100,000 
increase to public schools next vear, 
but proviston for this will probably be 
made by the next Sessin of the gen- 
eral assembly. It is not improbable 
that the gevernor will allow the spe- 
cial appropriatiofs, which involves 
$131,465.10, to go over if it is apparent

Smith Lived Thirty Minutes 
After the Shooting---Family 
Affairs Are Said to Have 
Been the Cause of the Kill- 
ing---No Garner Statement. 


J. F. Garner shot and killed J. T. 
Smith last night about 8 o'clock near 
the former's home, 312 Oakland avenue. 
He fired three shots, one taking effect. 
Smith died in thirty minutes at the 
home of his’ brother-in-law, O._ T. 
Kemp, 308 Oakland avenue, 

Detective McGill, who resides a 
short distance from the scene of the 
arrested Garner, who was 
brought to station. The body 
of Smith was removed the Bloom- 
field-Burkert undertaking  establish- 
ment, awaiting the decision of the cor- 
oner., 

Family disturbances are attributed 
by the police as causing the shooting. 
Members of both families refused to 
make a Statement. Garner would not 
talk of the affair, and seemed to. take 
his arrest coolly. 

Story of Eye-Witnesses. 

According to eye-witnesses. 
who had been visiting the family of 
his sister-in-law, Mrs. O. T. Kemp, at 
308 Oakland avenue, started to return 
to his home at 126 Broyles street about 
8:15 o'clock last night. The house he 
had visited through the afternoon 
adjoining that of Garner, who, at the 
time of Smith’s departure, was water- 
ing the lawn. 

Smith, in company with his wife. an 
8-year-old daughter and’a baby of a 
relative, which he carried in his arms, 
walked past the Garner home. Going 
down the street a few paces, he re- 
turned to leave the baby with its 
mother. He again started home, and, 
with his daughter and wife by his 
side, was hit by one of § three 
shots fired by Garner, who opened fire 
at short range. 

Witnesses further said that Smith 
grabbed for Garner, but his wife reach- 
ed him first, trying to wrest the pis- 
tol from his hand. It is alleged that 
Garner tried to shoot the fourth time, 
but was prevented by Mrs. Smith. who 
held his hands in a death-like grip.

“H. L. McKee, Postmaster, Atlanta, 
Ga.—Dear Sir: We, the undersigned, 
would most earnestly urge upon you 
that the late afternoon delivery, now 
curtailed, be resumed at once, as this 
is the heaviest season with many busi- 
ness houses. You are only giving us 
four deliveries in the place of five, and 
your last delivery leaves the office a 
little before 2 p. m.

“While, perhaps, the last mail which 
you have curtailed is not a heavy mail, 
yet it is an important one, and it places 
us at a very great disadvantage over 
other cities. We would, furthermore, 
ask that the R. P. O. now on No. 29 
and No. 30, at present discontinued here 
in Atlanta, be continued on to Birming- 
ham. This will.improve our service 
with all local points along the line, ana 
give us better facilities with one ofr 
the richest territories with which Ar- 
lanta does business. For all points be- 
tween Atlanta and Birmingham we vir- 
tually have but one mail a day going 
out, one leaving at 4 p. m. and one at 
6:20 a. m., and we do not see why the 
10:45 or No. 29 should not carry local) 
mails or drop pouches for the impor- 
tant points like Austell, Bremen, Tal- 
lapoosa and other points from this 
city, 

“We most earnestly urge you to 
grant our above simple requests. While 
we recognize that the postoffice de- 
partment is trying to cut and save ex- 
penses, we do not feel that it should do 
so to the detriment of the people’s 
interests, but that it should give the 
best service that it possibly can.”

MEDICINE OF REFORM 
WORSE THAN DISEASE 


So the President Says in His 
Address to the Blue Vet- 
erans--Taft Wants the Dem- 
agogues Crushed So Country 
Can Settle Its Problems in a 
Safe and Sane Manner. 


Rochester, N. Y., August 23.—On the 
eve of his forty-day swing around the 
circle, on which republican leaders ex- 
pect him to define the issues for the 
campaign of 1912, President Taft to- 


night announced himself unalterably 


opposed to the “nostrums” of reform, 
which, he declared, “demagogues” and 
“theoretical extremists’ have advanced 
for the solution of the problem of con- 
centrated wealth in this country. 

The president spoke to the veter- 
ans of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic, and of the struggle which they 
went through fifty years ago, and the 
one which he said now confronts this 


nation he found a striking analogy, 


although the struggle of today, he de- 
clared, will be bloodless. In the end, 
the president said, the peace-loving, 
straight-thinking people of the coun- 
ry will be victorious, but the fight 
itself may be the longer because it will 
be fought out to the end without 
bloodshed and the roar of the battle- 


field. 
Medicine Worse Than Disease. 


“Higher aims for the betterment of 
society, these new evils growing out 
of the concentration of wealth and 
those combinations which properly 
-controlled are a great geed in the re- 
duction of the cost of production,” said 
the president, “have invited from the 
active-minded of today suggest‘ons of 
remedies that are so extreme that the 
medicine to many of us seems worse 
than the disease. 

“Those who are charged with the

nto by the speciousnes of half-baked 
theories of progress, no matter how 
ofte nthey may have been defeated in 
their purpose by temporary success of 
undue and corrupt influence of con- 
centrated wealth.” 

Taft Urges Peace Treaties. 

From the moment he reached Roch- 
ester, at 9 o'clock this morning, until 
9 o'clock tonight, when he left for Bev- 
erly, the president was surrounded by 
veterans. He stood on a reviewing 
st@id for more than two hours in the 
morning while thousands of old sol- 
diers filed slowly by. Major General 
Frederick D. Grant, Mayor Edgerton 
and Commander-in-Chief Gilman, of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, stood 
with the president. 

The president also discussed the 
genera! arbitration treaties with 
Great Britain and France which the 
senate relations committee sought to 
amend and which part ofthat commit- 
tee labeled “breeders of war.” 

President Taft made an earnest plea 
for the ratification of the treaties by 
the senate in the same shape as they 
were signed. 

Reconstruction Bonds of South. 

The president, in referring to ob- 
jJections that have been made against 
the treaty, brought up a question of 
interest to the south when he said: 

“With reference to the right to in- 
volve the United States in a contro- 
versy over the obligation of certain 
pOuthern states to pay bonds issued 
during reconstruction which have been 
repudiated, it is sufficient to say that 
Such a question would not come with- 
in the treaty, for the treaty only af- 
fects cases hereafter arising, and the 
eases of the southern bonds all arose 
years ago.”

The Macon Telegraph, which should 
get to Atlanta almost as soon as The 
Constitution is delivered, gets on the 
news stands anywhere from 8 o'clock 
in the morning to midnight—often the 
next day. 
Observer a Day Late. 

The Charlotte Observer, which 
should get in here every day about 
noon, is rarely on the hotel stands be- 
fore the following morning. ° 
The Chattanooga Times and The 
Nashville Tennessean and Banner were 
dropped by one hotel stand because, in- 
variably, they were so hoary with age 
on delivery that no one would buy 
them. 
Suppose you came from some other 
city of no more~importance than At- 
lanta—such cities invariably giving 
large hotels from six to ten mail de- 
liveries a day—and you found that 
carriers deliver mail at Atlanta’s two 
prinicpal hotels only four times a day 
—you would wonder what had become 
of the boasted Atlanta. Spirit, don’t 
you suppose? 
And that i§ no téle dream, either. 
Worse than that, the two: principal 
hotels get no delivery between early 
afternoon and 8 o’clock at night. 
In practically every city of Atlanta’s 
size and importance, the large hotels 
are given their mail at intervals of 
from two to three hours from early 
morning until late evening. 

Visitors Often Impatient. 
Not so in Atlanta, despite the fact 
that hundreds of visitors, guests of 
the city, have to depend upon those de- 
liveries for information from home. 
Often they, unlike home folks, cannot 
wait’ patiently until their mail is de- 
livered. They have to keep schedules, 
catch trains, and their mail, maybe 
after waiting hours in the postoffice, 
has to be forwarded to them in some 
other city. 
Inquiries at the hotels Wednesday 
developed kicks from managers and 
news dealers in all except one. At 
the Aragon they said the mail service 
was all right 
At the Kimball, but let O. A. Hum- 
ler, proprietor of the Kimball house 
news stand, speak: 
“It is fearful—this service,” Mr. 
Humler Geclared. “I handle a hundred 
or more newspapers, and have lost 
customer after customer because 
practically none was able to know 
when he could get the paper he want- 
ed. Take the case of The Macon Tele- 
graph. Here is the record for the last 
three days: 
“Sunday, 2 p m. 
“Monday, 9 a m. 
‘‘Tuesday, 9 a m. 
“That schedule is better than the 
average. Often it does not arrive until 
that night or mext day. 
“The train on which it comes ar- 
rives early enough for the paper to 
be in my box at the postoffice by 7 
o'clock every morning. Kick? Why, 
I have kicked; the newspaper has 
kicked, but it availed nothing. 
“Here's The Augusta Chronicle, It 
wets to Atlanta every day at 12:30. I 
get it at 2—sometimes. More often I 
get it that night or next morning. 

No Regularity Preserved. 
“I should have The Charlotte Ob- 
server by 2 p.m I get it by that time 
two or three times a week, and about 
as often on the day following. 

“The Chattanooga Times and Nash- 
ville Tennessean should be in Atlanta 
by noon; the tratn arrives before 12 
o'clock. I had to quit handling them, 
for they were rarely delivered before 
the next Gay.” 

“The same is true to a lesser extent 
with regard to the big eastern papers; 
though we get those from New York 
almost ag soon, aS a rule, as we do 
those from cities right at our door. 
But it is not infrequent for The Chica- 
zo, Philadelphia and New York papers 
to be delivered a day late.” 

“Here is an example,” said the clerk 
at the Pledmont news stand. “The Chi- 
eago Recoord-Herald; it came in this 
morning twenty-four hours late. We 
cannot depend on the prompt delivery 
of a singie paper.” 

Kicks of No Avail. 

“Tl have been kicking already,” de- 
clared Manager Brown, of the Kimball. 
“We get only four mail deliveries. Be- 
tween 1:30 and 8 p. m. we get none. ! 
don't believe such a service is given 
ir. another large city in the country. I 
have taken the matter up with the 
postmaster and he assures me that all 
he can do will be done to improve it. 
If it ie not improved, I am going to 
abandon the carrier service and try a 
lock box.” 

Similar complaint was made by Man- 
ager Dutton, of the Piedmont. 

“Until recently we got practically 
no delivery in the afternoon. We had 
four in all: one at 7:30, another at 
10:30, the third at 12:30, and the gourth 
at & I complained ang the noon de- 

ivery was abandoned and a later given 
at 2:30. This helped some, but it 
ig not enough.

ARTILLERY WANTS 
TO BE BATTERY 
Well-Known Company Makes 


* Its Formal Appli- 
cation. 


In order to’ comply with a recent de- 
mand from the war department for 
more batteries of field artillery in the 
Georgia militia, the Atlanta artillery 
has made application to be expanded 
into a battalion, the organization to 
keep its present armory and share 
the equipment of the present battery 
until mvre complete equipment can be 
issued. 

The new battalion is to be known as 
“Leyden’s Battalion, Atlanta Artil- 
lery,” in honor of the late Major A. 
Leyden, of this city, who onganized 
the original battalion in 1862 and 
commanded it during the war. The 
batteries will be called respectively 
Gordon Battery, Howell Battery and 
Forbes Battery, in honor of the late 
General John B. Gordon, Hon. Evan P. 
Howell and Captain George B. Forbes. 

An additional $20,000 in equipment 
will be supplied by the war depart- 
ment for the use of this organization, 
without charge against the state al- 
lotment. Bighteen officers and about 
seventy-five non-commissioned officers 
will be required, and the members of 
the present battery are increasing 


their enlistment rapidly to the re- 
quired number. | 

The new battalion will be officered 
at first by the officers of the present’ 
battery, and its present members will; 
be divided equally between the three 
new batteries, Captain J. Ed Bubanks 
commanding the battdiion, Lieutenant 
A. J. McBride, Jr.. commanding Gordon 
Battery, Lieutenant John F. Hallman 
commanding Howell Battery, and 
Lieutenant Thomas W. Jones com- 
manding Forbes Battery, Lieutenant 
Sidney F. Dunn to act as adjutant, the 
remaining officers and mon-commis- 
sioned officers to be supplied later. 
Lieutenant E. P. King, Jr., of the 
United States army, who was formerly 
captain of the original battery, has 
been detalled by the war department 
as instructor and Sergeant Julius H. 
Brown, of the Sixth Field Artillery, U. 
. A, has also been attached for the 
purpose of instruction. 
The reason given by the secretary of 
war for this increase is that the Iin- 
fantry arm of this state could not be 
properly supported in the fleld by the 
present small proportion of field guns 
if the troops of this state were called 
on for service.

propriation bill and the special ap- 
propriation bills, although satisfied 
that the entire appropriations made 
will exceed the total revenue of the 
state for 1912 and 1913 approximately 
$300,000, unless the revenues of the 
State are increased next summer. 

“I have given the bills my approval 
because I did not have the privilege of 
scaling them and they were all 80 
meritorious that I did not feel justified 
in vetoing any one of them. 

“The state cannot pay any portion 
of the $100,000 increase to public 
echools next year. The bill allows the 
entire sum to go over unti# 1913. The 
reduced surplus on hand the first of 
next January and the revenue for next 
year wili make the postponement of 
this payment essential. 

“The payment ot most of the spe- 
cial appropriations which 1 flave ap- 
proved can, in the discretion of the 
governor, be postponed until after the 
iegisiature meets next summer. 

“With only 13 per cent paid on the 
82,500,000 appropriated to public 
schools this year, I feel Oe -tee gov- 
ernor is justified in exercising his dis- 
cretion to postpone the payment of all 
special appropriations not made imme- 
diately available. Next summer the 
legislature can either provide for an 
increase of revenue for 1913 or reduce 
the avpropriations payable in 1913. 
This is a subject which I feel should 
ibe left by me to the legislature at its 
next session. 

Condition of Treasury. 


“In this connection, I wish to makg 


‘a brief statement of the condition of 


the treasury and the management of 
the financial business of the state. 

“Our current nicome collected month 
by month from resources other than 
ad valorem taxes, about meets current 
expenses other than the appropria- 
tions to schools,.to pensions and the 
interest on the public debt. These 
three itéms must be paid as our rev- 
enue laws now stand from the ad 
valorem taxes, which are not collected 
until December and January. 

This being the case, to conduct the 
business of the state with prompt pay- 
ments of liabilities to pensioners and 
to public school teachers, it is eSsen- 
tial that a surplus should exist in the 
treasury on December 31, the close of 
the fiscal year, to meet the appropria- 
tions to pensions and the Liabilities 
which will arise to schoo] teachers 
during a considerable part of the fol- 
lowing year, if payments are to be 
made promptly on these appropria- 
tions and liabilities. 

“IT am familiar with the revenues of 
the state and the appropriations for 
the past six years. The appropriations 
did not exceed the revenue of the 
state for the two years prior to the 
time I was first governor. The ap- 
propriations during my first adminis- 
tration d not exceed the revenue of 
the state during those two years. This 
was due to the fact that large in- 
creases of assessments were placed 
upon railroads and public servjce com- 
panies, thereby making it possible to 
adivance rapidly the amount paid to 
public school teachers. Back taxes col- 
lected from railroads really made it 
ossible in spite of these — increased 
appropriations during my first admin- 
istration, to increase the surplus. 

‘On December 31, 1909, the treasury 
had a surplus of over $2,000,000. 
What I mean is this: If the cash on 
hand at that time were added to the 
uncollected taxes for 1909, and from 
this sum was deducted the unpaid ap- 
propriations of 1909, the net result 
showed a balance of over $2,000,000 
with which the liabilities for the first 
part of 1910 could be met. 

Will Exceed the Revenue. 


“During last year and this year the 
appropriations will exceed the revenue 
of the state about $230,000,000. This 
will make the net surplus on December 
31, next, in round figures, $1,800,000. 

“If the legislature permits the ap- 
propriations during the next two years 
to exceed the revenue, as they would 
exceed it if appropriations and revenue 
are left during that period as they 
stand today, our surplus December 31, 
1913, will be $1,500,000. 

‘With appropriationg increasing, to 
meet the liabilities of the state 
promptly through the year, the sur- 
plus should be inrceased instead of de- 
creased. ~ 

‘The two constitutional amendments 
passed at the recent session of the leg- 
islature advancing the payment of 
taxes of publi cservice and railroad 
companies to September 1, and increas- 
ing t temporary vorrowing power 
of saieeemen to $500,000, will be of 
great value and will make it practica- 
ble to meet all appropriations as they 
mature straight through the year, pro- 
vided appropriations are not made in 
excess of revenue and the surplus at 
the first of the year thereby de- 
creased. 

“I have been deeply interested in 
seeing that the amountg due teachers 
be promptly met. These two consti- 
tutional amendments will only serve 
that purpoSe if the surplus on the 
first of January is maintained and if 
appropriations are kept dowu to actual 
revenue year by year.”

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GOV.SMITH VETOES. 
CITY COURT BILL 


Says That It Violates the 
Precedent in Naming | 
Officers.

The bill creating the city>-court of 
Marietta and naming the first afficers 
of the new court was vetoed by Gov- 
ernor Hoke Smith yesterday, gnorning. 
In a lengthy opinion, he held that inas- 
much as no. provision was made for 
submitting the question to the people 
at onee, and that k- violated the pre- 
cedents in naming the officers, he felt 
compelled to disapprove the measure. 

J. E. Nerthcutt, of Acworth, and BE. 
Herbert Clay, son of the late Senator 
A. 8. Clay, were named as judge and 
solicitor, respectively; of the new court, 
which would have begun operations on 
the firat of October. «Both are politi- 
cal friends of Governor Smith. 

The fight on the -bfill was led by 
Judge N. A, Morris, of the Blue Ridge 
circuit. Other friends of the gov- 
ernor in Marietta and Cobb county ask- 
ed that it be vetoed. . 

Friends of the bill claim that’a larg» 
majority of the voters favored it. They 
assert that 19 out of the 23 members of 
the Cobb county bar advocated it. 

It was reported in Marietta last 
night that the action of the governor 
will lead to Herbert Clay to enter the 
race for judge against Judge Morris 
in the election of next year. 

Mr. Clay refused to make any state- 
ment regarding the governor's action, 
but it is known that he and his friends 
are highly incensed, 

' Governor Gives Reasons. 

The+-governor’s reasons, in part, for 
disapproving the meagre were stated 
by him as follows: 

“Ordinarily, I do not think the gov- 
ernor should be*“ifivolved in a. local 
dispute of this character, and without 
reference to the wishes of the friends, 
or enemies of the bill IT would give the 
bill my approval but for the fact that 
a number of reliable men have stated 
to me orally and in writing that they 
were told by their representative 
that the bill would leave the creation 
of the court to 4 vote by the people. 
They were willing to let the people 
decide the question of city court or no 
city court and, therefore, took no 
steps to resist the passage of the bill 
before the legislature. The members, 
giving this assurance concurs in their 
statement. 

“After the bill was passed in the 
house it was amended in the senate by 
request of both members of the house 
The provision creating the court at 
once was inserteq and the provision 
submitting the measure to the vote of 
the people was changed. Those citi- 
zens of Cobb county. who would have 
resisted the bill in its present shape, 
never had any opportunity to do so. 

“IT do not mean to impugn the mo- 
tives of those who changed ihe DbDill,| 
but I do believe that the opponents of 
the bill should have had an oppor- 
tunity for a hearing. 

“T am got interested in the factional 
fight in Cobb county over the Dill, 
but I do think that under the circum- 
stances the people of the county 
shoula have a right to vote upon the 
before the court is created.

Basis for new legislation is given in 
reports on the examination of fourteen 
companies in which nearty 2,000 settle- 
ments effected by these companies are 
discussed and oriticised. 

Settlement of Claims. 

In discussing the settlement of these 
claims the report says: 

“Of the specific claims examingd, 
where thé amount is usually con- 
siderable, the percentage of un- 
sealed or rejected claims is high 
—indeed, very much too ihgh to 
be explained by error of judgment or 
carelessness. Indeed the committee 
feels warranted in ¢oncluding that 
when dealing with companies doing 
an industrial health or accident busi- 
ness, the policy-holding public of the 
country — particularly those who 
through ignorance or poverty are un- 
able to protect themselves—has too 
frequently been the victim of incon- 
scilonable practices in the claim de- 
partments of the companies criticised | 
in this report. Promises of reforma- 
tion made at the hearings are there- 
fore not enough. This convention 
should take action which will guaran- 
tee the just treatment of policyholders! 
in the future.”

POPULAR COLD 
DISHES. — 


Ohicken Mousse.—-A chicken mousse 
is a delicacy in the cold meat line and 
one quite within the scope of the 
home cook. When properly prepared 
it is smndoth and creamy and of deli- 
cious flavor. The day before the 
mousse is to be served cook one cupful 
of rich chicken stock with the beaten 
yolks of two eg@gs one minute; season 
to taste with salt and pepper, and, if 
the flavor is liked, a little celery-salt; 
add one cupful of the pounded white 
meat of cold bolled chicken, one table- 
spoonful of gelatin dissolved in a little 
cold water. Stir all together well, 
then press through a sieve. Add a 
cupful of whipped cream and the dry 
wares whites of three eggs. Beat 
well with an egg-beater until nearly 
cold, then turn into a wetted mold and 
stand on ice until firm Then mold 
on a bed of parsley or cress. Gerve 
with or without mayonnaise, as pre- 
ferred. 


Galantin of Veal.—Galantin of veal 
is another cold meat dish a Httle out 
of the ordinary and will be welcomed 
by the capricious summer appetite. 
For making it, select a lean piece of 
veal that may be easily rolled. Pre- 
pare a forecemeat of chopped cold 
boiled ham and grated bread crumbs. 
using one part of the latter to two of 
the former. Season highly with cay- 
enne and bind together with a beaten 
eggs. Spread the veal with this mix- 
ture, roll up evenly and compactly, 
wrap in a clean cloth and tie securely. 
Immerse the roll in slightly-salted 
boiling water and cook gently for two 
hours or longer, the time depending 
upon the weight of the cut of veal.

Boston, August 23.—Scores of 
American college students are selling 
post cards in the streets of Paris and 
performing other humble tasks in the 
big cities of Europe to get a few 
cents a day with which to buy soup 
until thelr families cable them funds, 
according to five young men who are 
in Boston today after beating their 
way back from Europe as cattlemen, 
The five are Joseph Nichols, J, J. 
Murphy and G. A. Eckhart, of the 
University of Pennsylvania; Gilmer 
Siler, of Trinity college, North Caro- 
lina,sand J. A. Smythe, of St. Ignatius 
college, California. 

They declare that the exodus of 
college students to Europe was un- 
usually large this summer and add 
that a large proportion of those who 
went abroad are now stranded in 
various foreign cities. 

There are soores. of students who 
will be absent when the rolls are call- 
ed this fall in American colleges, ac- 
cording to Siler.

_ BY FAST FREIGHT 


Washington, August 23.—Arrange- 
ments have been perfected by the 
postoffice department whereby sec- 
ond-class matter, consisting of maga- 
zines and periodicals heretofore trans- 
ported in railway mail cars, will be 
carried by fast freight, beginning 
September 1. The order was issued 
today.

In ac- 
cordance with this arrangement post- 
masters have been directed to carry 
out the instructions with respect to 
the delivery of fast freight mail.

Slayer of White Files Answer 
to Petition of Evelyn 
Nesbit Thaw. 


Pittsburg, Pa, August 23.--An an- 
gswer was filed today by Harry K.

Dr. H. W. Freeburg, of Savannah, 
rolled into Atlanta from Chicago Sun- 
day night in his Stoddard-Dayton car. 

Dr. Freeburg left Chicago at 6 
o'clock Thursday morning in his Stod- 
dard-Dayton ‘40,” en route to his 
home in Savannah. The first part of 
the run was made to Lafayette, Ind., 
a distance of 140 miles, in five hours. 
A stop of one hour was ein La- 
fayette, after which the car proceeded 
to Indianapolis, a distance of 72 miles, 
which was made in two hours and fif- 
teen minutes. Dr. Freeburg stopped 
in Undianapolis one hour and then 
started for Louisville, 1385 miles from 
Indianapolis.

END CRANITE ROM 
Has Conducted Peaceful Strike 


Say Stone Cutters, 


Lithonia Company Has Been 
Obdurate in Refusing to Con- 
sider Any Compromise Be- 
tween Workers’ Demands 
and Scale, Declare the Men. 


Replying to intimations o officials 
of the Georgia Granite Company that 
union men were responsible for firing 
the plant of that company at Lithonia, 


officials of the union enter a sweeping 
denial of all charges. 

In addition to the denial, the unjon 
Oficiala insist they have always been 
eager for a peaceful settlement of the 
troubles, but that all of their over- 
tures have been curtly repulsed by the 
company. 

The letter of the union men follows: 

“Lithonia, Ga., August 21, 1911.” 

“Editor Constitution: We see by 
reading Sunday’s Constitution that it is 
belleved by Mr. W. H. Patterson, of the 
Georgia Granite Company, that the 
Granite Cutters’ Union of Lithonia is 
responsible for the fire which partially 
destroyed their plant at this place on 
the night of the 18th. Now, we, as an 
organization, consisting of some of the 
best citizens of Lithonia and vicinity, 
do feel that an injustice has been 
done us as citizens and as an organiza- 
tion, to have such a deplorable catas- 
trophe thrown at our door at this time. 

“In the first place, we, as an organ- 
ization, do not tolerate any such ac- 
tions, having a charter granted us by 
our international agsociation, which is 
working under a charter granted it 
by the United States congress. We 
would not dare place ourselves in a 
position as an organization of commit- 
ting arson or any other crime that is 
against the laws of our country. And, 
furthermore, we, as law-abiding and 
God-fearing citizens, born and raised 
in this vicinity, and having our homes 
here, would not uphold any such ac- 
tions. Our organization, we have made 
what it is today, and we are therefore 
not responsible for any crime as an 
organization that any individual, or 
individuals may commit at any time, 

“You may ask any of the citizens 
here about our organization, and they 
will tell you that it has made the 
vranite industy in this section of 
the country what it is today. 

“He further says that they do not 
nropose to yield to our demands, and 
that it ig not a question of paying us 
higher wages, but is a question of con- 
oy i their property. We surely are 
proud to know that it ig not a question 
of higher wages, and am glad the gen- 
tleman made the statement, for that 
hag been their only cry. They went so 
far as to tell us that they held up their 
hands to the most high God and swore 


| they would never sign a bill for more 


than $3.20 per day. Now, how does 
that sound as to its not being a wes- 
tion of more money with them? Now 
as to their controlling their property: 
We are at the first of that, and our 
working conditions that We are con- 
tending for are the same as have been 
conceded to by both parties for the last 
thirteen years, and all of same are 


mutually agreed to whenever we enter’ 


into an agreement. 

“Now, he further says that they have 
made up their minds to fight us to a 
finish. Now, it appears to ug that if 
they consist of the business men that 
we think they are, and that they ought 
to be, they would consider our pro- 
posed ageement in a diffeent light. 
They would consider it a business 
proposition, which it is, and meet us 
and go into details and discuss our 
differences, 

“Now as to our eight-hour day—why, 
we have ha @that since 1900; and now 
as to raising ‘the prices every two 
years, surely the gentleman must be 
dreaming or drawing on his imagina- 
tion, for, beginning with the year 1900, 
we started the eight-hour day at $3 per 
day and never got a raise until the 
year 1909, when we got $3.20, after a 
month and’ six days’ suspension of 
work. Now, how does that sound for 
a steady increase every two years for 
the last ten years, an increase of less 
than 2 cents per day for eleven years? 
That's increasing some—ain’'t it? 

“Now, he further quotes himself as 
saying that eve since the ist of May 
they have been in conference with 
representatives of our organization, 
trying to réach a settlement. Now he 
is trying to mislead the public and get 
its sentiment against us. 

Now, the truth of it is, we fried to 


arrange a meeting by inviting them to 


meet us six days before our old agree- 
ment expired, and they sent us such a 
short, curt -reply that we knew from 
same that they didn’t care to meet our 
committee, and then when our old 
agreement expired we suspended work 
pending a new agreement, and never 
heard from them any more until the 
middle, of June, when a meeting with

FRANCE IS SEEKING THIEVES 
WHO STOLE THE “MONA LISA” 


Paris, August 23.—The mystery of 
the disappearance from the Louvre of 
Leonardo Da Vinci's great painting, 
Mona Lisa,” popularly called by the 
French “La Joconde,” appears more 
impenetrable than ever tonight. The 
only thing definitely established by to- 
day’s investigations is that the picture 
disappeared between the hours of 7 and 
8:30 o'clock Monday morning. Whether 
it is still in the Louvre or has been 
taken away, it igs impossible at pres- 
ent to determine, — 

Not the faintest clue has been dis- 
covered in spite og the united efforts 
of sixty of the smartest detectives in 
Paris, and all the museum staff. 
Whether the picture was abstracted by 
one OF several persons also remains 
}in doubt, and M. Lepine, the prefect 
of police, admits that he is completely 
baffled. It is one of the hardest cases 
in the annals of criminal investigation, 
and the search is being continued with 
unremitted zeal. To facilitate this the 
museum will be closed for three days. 
No one will be admitted on any pretext 
whatever, except the police and offi- 
cials. 


A eouncil of war was held in the 
Louvre this afternoon, those in at- 
tendance including M. Steeg, minister 
of public instructions; M. Beaumets, 
under secretary of public instruction 
and fine arts; M. Lepine, M. Homelle, 
director of the Louvre, Examining 
Magistrate Dricux, who is charged with 
the judicial investigation, and the dif- 
ferent chiefs of the museum. Various 
theories were advanced, weighed and 
finally rejected for lack of evidence. 
The consensus of opinion, however, was 
that the picture has not left the build- 
ng, but is hidden in one of the in- 
numerable recesses. All the gatekeep-. 
ers are positive that no such package 
as the picture would have made was 
taken out of the museum. 

It would require at least a week to 
search minutely every cranny of the 
vast building. There is an immense 
packing room, which contains a quanti- 
ty of cases used for sending off plaster 
casts of the statues and similar works 
to the provincial museum and schools. 

It is thought that the picture might 
be hidden in one of these cages, covered 
with straw. 


WHEAT-BREAD-EATING NATION 
ARE THE MOST HIGHLY CIVILIZED

Kansag City, August 23—The wheat- 
bread-eating nations of the world are 
the mowt highly civilized, (declared 
B. F. Whitsear, secretary of the Na- 
tional Association of Master Bakers. 
Rye bread consumers are next and 
rice-consuming nations stand at the 
bottom of the ladder. 

Mr. Whitscar described the bread 
demands of various nations. 

‘The American,” he _ said. “eats 
wheat bread with so many ingredients 
in it that the English call it cake. The 
Englishman is satisfied with bread 


that has only salt, yeast and flour in 
it. The German rye is of a supertor 
quality. It ranks a ‘little lower than 
English bread. The black bread of 
Russia is bad. It ig made of rye, 
shell, kernel and all. 

“France is in a class -by itself in 
bread. It is a country of leaven or 
‘sour dough.’ The French bakers are 
artists. The American baker cannot 
compete with his French brother in 
bread-making, because French bread 
costs four or five times as much as 
American bread.’”

lessness on the part of our men. 

“New and experienced men—don’t 
that sound good to the people that are 
having the work that they are turning 
out. ow, could you take a man out of 
a store and put him on an engine, and 
he do what a skilled engineer can do, 
with the engine? 

“You will agree with us and say no. 
Then can you take men and boys off of 
the farm and-put them to cutting stone 
and have them do as much as an ex- 
pertenced man? You will have to admit 
that they can’t. Now, that is where 
they are getting their new and ¢x- 


'perfenced men .from. While we admit 


that they have some few experienced 
men, still three-fourths of their #0- 
called new and experienced men are 


‘new, alright, for they never have seen 


a hammer, let alone being experienced 
in using one. 

“Now, he further states that they

Fifteen points in Canada reported 
frosts last night, low temperatures 
prevailing throughout Saskatchewan, 
Manitoba and the American northwest. 
At Arcola, where there have been a 
number of frost alarms, a Winnipeg 
paper asserts that farmers are har- 
vesting 18 to 20 bushels per acreé, and 
at other points, which have been 
closely watched, the yield promises to 
be 20 to 28 bushels. The Russian crop 
has been damaged by rsin, as W4&S 
fefiected in an advance at Liverpool. 
Late in the session a Winnipeg broker 
wired that damages from frost would 
prove heavier than expected, basing 
his report on grain already harvested.

COST OF CARRYING 
SECOND-CLASS MAIL 


The Postal Department Con- 
tends That It Has 
Increased. 


New York, August 23.—The com- 
mission appointed by congress to in- 
vestigate and report upon second- 
class postal rates expects to finish its 
inquiry this week. When the inquiry 
was resumed here today Second As- 
sistant Postmaster General Stewart 
presented figures to show that the 
cost of carrying second-class mail 
matter hag slightly increased during 
the past year, especially on the rural , 
free delivery routes. 

The publishers contend that the 
average number of pounds carried 
each day by a rural carrier does not 
exceed 25, and that since each carrier 
with his horse and wagon can carry 
200 pounds, the cost to the govern- 
ment would not increase with an in- 
crease in the amount of second-class 
matter handled.

tors Williams and Owen, Representa- 
tives Underwood and Heflin of Ala- 
bama, Brantley and Hughes of Georgia, 
Burleson and Beall of Texas, Garrett of 
Tennessee, Humphreys of Mississippi 
and Small of North Carolina.’

The committee issued a statement 
which read: 

“It seemed to be the opinion of all 
that there was a preconcerted effort 
being -made, principally through ‘he 
instrumentality of the speculative tie- 
ment of the New York Cotton Ex- 
change, to break down the price of cot- 
ton.” 

“It was the opinion of all that the 
present statistical condition of cotton 
‘did not jystify the lowness of present 
quotations, and that the estimate of 
bales was unjustified hy any 
facts upon which a prediction could 
be sanely based, and that, moreover, 
even if a 15,000,000-bale crop was in 
sight, the world's supply probably 
would fall short of the world’s de- 
mands for cotton to the extent of 
more than 1,0€0,000 bales because of 
the exhaustion of present visible sup- 
ply of carried-over spot cotton. 

“In other words, that, with a 15,000,- 
000 American crop, the world's crop for 
1911 would sum up only 25,000,000, with 
140,000,000 of spindles, creating an act- 
ive demand for 26,000,000 bales. This 
opinion was based upon the latest ad- 
vices from Egypt, India, China and 
other cotton-producing countries.” 
To Co-operate With Farmers’ Unton. 

The statement refers to the appoint- 
ment of the committee to write, in 
the name of those present, a letter to 
the president of the Farmers’ Union 
and to officials of other cotton farm- 
ers’ organizations, asking them to ad- 
Vise their local unions and other sub- 
ordinate bodies to advise the farmers 
generally to hold their cotton for 13 
cents, and to continue to demand that 
price until by a convention or agree- 
ment “arrived at in some way a dif- 
ferent one shall be suggested.” 

The conference expressed the view 
that 13 cents was seemingly less than 
that justified by the existing statistical 
condition. 

“This committee,” the statement 
reads, “was also requested to communi- 
cate in some way with the presidents 
of the several state banking associa- 
tions in the cotton states, asking them 
to throw as far as possible their 
moral and financial support behind the 
effort to counteract the bearish move- 
ment of the speculators, with the view 
of obtaining a fair price for the farm- 
ers’ cotton.
